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Skagway: Whitehorde Railway 
World’s Toughest To Run

on the Northland) 


It was early in the morning, and 
quite dark, I remembered, when I 
first saw the town of Wrangell, 
on Wrangell Island. 

The*mountains all around—for 
I was taking the Inside Passage— 
were a blue-black with white 
peaks and ridges. The whole top 
line of those ridges had stood out 
sharp and clear against a light 
blue sky that was full of stars. 

I recalled how cold and silent it 
had looked up there on those 
mountain tops of icé and snow, 
and there was a feeling of endless 
time about it all. Along the shore 
there had been the sound of many 
birds. Although it was mid- 
November, it seemed like spring 
to hear the continual twittering 
and chirping of bird life. 

GREAT COUNTRY 

Alaska means ‘Great Country” 
and that is just what it is — a 
great country—and the last Amer- 
ican frontier. The capital is 
Junean. Coming upon it at night, 
from the sea, it is a mass of yel- 
low lights that at a distance seem 
to twinkle. 

This town of 7,500 is built along 
the narrow shore-line and sides of 
a mountain. On the steep flanks 
of the mountain, at one end of the 
town, is a big gold mine, all lit 
up, with heaps of rock and dirt 
right down to the water’s edge. 

Skagway is at the north end of 
the Lynn Canal. As the ship 
draws up to the dock you notice 
on your right that the whole face 
of the high gray cliff is one mass 
of ship’s names, and dates, crests 
and house flags. They are all 
painted in colors, and are expert- 
ly done. It is called a ship's regis- 
ter. 

Skagway today is only a. ghost 
of its former self. In its heyday, 
when the '98ers were going over 
White Pass to the Klondike, there 
were some 10,000 people in Skag- 
way, and they had 90 saloons. 
Today there are only 650 people 
and two saloons—or cocktail bars, 
as they are really called. 

PACK TRAIN INN 

As you walk through the town 

you see on every hand the old 


buildings of the days of '98 all 
boarded up, and sadly in need of 
paint—if they ever were painted 
in the first place, which looks 
doubtful, The old original saloon, 
called “The @ack Train Inn,” still 
stands and is still in use. 

I went in and had a look at its 
bar. But all the trappings of 
former times are gone. although 
one may see them, as I did, in the 
private museum of one of the two 
hotels. Both these hotels are run 
by the same woman. In this bar 
of the Pack Train, Robert W. 
Service had drunk, and Frank 
Gotch, one-time heavyweight 
champion wrestler of the world, 
and Tex Rickard, the promoter, 
and other notables. 

COST MILLIONS 

From Skagway I took the train 
to Whitehorse, 110 miles away. 
Because so much of this roadbed 
was carved and blasted out of the 
solid rock of the sides of the 
mountains, it cost approximately 
ten million dollars to build it. 
Finished in 1900, it is called the 
toughest railroad in the world to 
operate. 

It is wild and rugged, this pass, 
and three engines pulled our 12 
cars over the nearly 2,900-foot 
hump, with its Dead Horse Gulch 
down below. Although it was 
warm and raining at Skagway, 
there was snow on the ground up 
at the pass and more was coming 
down. 

Our train travelled along the 
whole shore-line of Lake Bennett, 
which is a 27-mile-long body of 
pale green water that lies between 
two rows of brown mountains that 
slope back from its edge. Half 
this lake is in northern British 
Cohumbia, the other half is in the 
Yukon. 

Lake Bennet today is a scene of 


‘ quiet grandeur and beauty, but in 


the days of '98 it was a hive of 
industry. As many as 5000 men 
were there in tents, for here it 
was that the stampeders, having 
crossed the pass, built their boats 
and rafts and scows to take them 
the rest of the way by water io 
the Klondike. 
ONLY A CHURCH LEFT 

Today the only thing standing 
of those former times is the little 
Presbyterian church. It is only 
a shell of a building, with log 
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slabs nailed to its frame-work. I 
don’t think there ever was & 
wooden floor in it, for the floor 
is all sand; no platform up front 
and no pulpit and no inside wall, 
just the bare ribs of the frame. 
The skin of some animal hangs on 
one wall, and some old dog har- 
ness and long dog sleighs and 
several beds clutter up the place. 

I remember . wondering, as I 
stood there in its one main room, 
how many of the stampeders in 
their mad rush for the gold fields, 


ever stopped long enough to 
worship here.

Commemorating these legendary 
silver cones, gilded pine cones are 
sold in modern stores, to decorate 
our homes—to burn and crackle 
gaily in our Christmas fires, ) 


Pagan Rites Basis ' 
Of Many Customs 


Strange as it may seem, most 
American Christmas customs stem 
largely from Pagan rites practiced 
long before the birth of Christ. 

The custom of exchanging gifts 
is one of the few that springs from 
the Christian era. Christmas can- 
dies, bonfires and Yule logs arise 
from the heathen festivals observ- 
ing the winter solstice, December 
21, when the days begin to lengthen. 
That was a time of great rejoicing 
for ancient sun worshippers who 
built bonfires to give strength to the 
“winter sun-god.” 

Pre-Christian Romans ornamented 
their homes with green boughs and 
flowers for the Feast of Saturnalia 
which began December 19. Druids 
gathered mistletoe for that season, 
while ancient Saxons used holly, 
ivy and bay. Modern mistletoe and 
holly wreaths come from those peo- 
ples. } ) 

Christmas trees, too, spring from 
the ancient German days when Ger- 
manic tribes made sacrifices to the 
sacred oak tree of Odin, When the 
missionary St. Boniface traveled to 
Germany in the Eighth Century and 
saw these celebrations he persuaded 
the natives to substitute a fir tree 
for the oak and to adorn it in @ 
tribute to the Christ Child. 

During the Middle Ages the entire 
Christmas season was celebrated in 
equal fervor with that now shown on 
Christmas day. In some lands the 
celebration lasted from December 
24 to January 6—Twelfth Night— 
and in others from December 21 te 
February 2. By the year 1644, 
Christmas in England had become 

such a Wild orgy that the Puritans 
forbade its celebration by law.

Under Dutch influence St. Nich- 
olas lost his solemnity. The- Dutch 
colonists who brought him to Amer- 
ica were very practical people and 
they decided against two gift-giving 
days in the same month. Thus, 
Sinter Klass started coming around 
only at Christmas time. 

Santa Gets a Sleigh. 

Eventually, ancient legends were 
woven into American Christmas 
traditions. Washington Irving sent 
St. Nicholas flying through Christ- 
mas skies in a reindeer-drawn sleigh 
in 1809; Dr. Clement Moore’s-poem 
“The Night Before Christmas,"’ 


. written in 1822; gave Santa “. . 


a little round belly that shook when 
he laughed, like a bowl full of 
jelly;"’ and a series of drawings in 
1868 by Thomas Nast added much 
to the traditional pictures and ap- 
pearance of the Santa we see today. 

In every youngster’s life there 
comes the time when he begins to 
suspect ,that the various  be- 
whiskered gentlemen, so numerous 
during this season, are not exactly 
the real Santa Claus. Wise parents 
advance the ‘“‘helper’’ theory as soon 
as they are asked questions and 
teach their children to make the 
Christmas dreams of less fortunate 
tots and their families come true. 

Thus, the real Santa Claus isn't 
just myth or legend. He is the 
Spirit of Christmas who lives in 
the sparkling eyes of children and 
in the hearts of all grown-ups who 
strive for peace and good will 
among men.

LET’S COMPARE FACTS 


The energetic campaign being waged by the Yellowhead 
Highway Association to publicize the virtues of the Yellow- 
head Pass route as an alternative to the Kicking Horse Pass 
route for the Trans-Canada highway is motivated by some- 
thing more than regional pride. a frm out of a real fear 
ada highway may be 1 a 
lost if the best route is not sé ls " ’ f reins 

While the rivalry between Edmonton and Calgary, Jasper 
and Banff,, undoubtedly provides part of the basis for this 
controversy over routes, it is not an important part of it. Pro- 
ponents of the Yellowhead route are mostly serious-minded 
citizens who, as a result of personal experience with the “Big 
Bend” route, seriously doubt if it will provide the satisfactory 
“all-weather” route to the coast which one would expect the 
Trans-Canada highway to be. 

Their arguments against the “Big Bend” route are too 
important to be brushed aside lightly. First of all they claim 
that the route is the most costly of the alternatives. Secondly 
they claim that the country through which it passes is so 
rugged in spots that it will be impossible to build a road up 
to Trans-Canada standards in many places. 


Thirdly, and most important of all, they claim that due 
to heavy snowfalls and the physical nature of the country 
through which it will pass, it will be impossible, regardless of 
expense, to keep it open to traffic during the winter months. 

Now the Trans-Canada highway is going to cost approxi- 
mately $300,000,000. This isn’t peanuts. And while it may 
be worth that much money to have a highway which will en- 
abe Canadians of different provinces to travel freely from one 
part of Canada to the other without having to leave the coun- 
try for at least part of the journey, it is too much money to 
be spent if it fails to achieve its object — if the road is to be 
only a summer road, or a “fair weather road.” 


We agree that the provincial premiers are probably bet- 
ter able, if they want to, to choose the route than is Ottawa. 
But we do feel that, to insure Canadians get the most value 
for their money out of this highway, the Dominion Govern- 
ment should offer the provincial premiers every possible as- 
‘sistance to insure that the best route is selected. We feel that 
they should offer them the services of a fact-finding commis- 
sion which could investigate the charges made by the Yellow- 
head Highway Association, and other details. 

_ After all, the members of the. Yellowhead Highway As- 
sociation, like all Canadians are more interested in getting the 
best route, wherever it may be, than they are in any particular 
route. The facts would settle the argument. The facts would 
stop all dissenters and sectional cheer-leaders. 

Let’s have a commission to find the.facts. 


CALL TO TRADE 


The stiff sales resistance presented by the British Govern- 
ment to our efforts to sell eggs, cheese and other farm com- 
modities is undoubtedly caused by their shortage of dollars 
coupled with an improving trade situation in the sterling area. 
It may also be the prelude to a demand that Canada buy more 
British goods, It is a call to Canada to trade with Great Britain 
instead of just selling our products for dollars we turn right 
around and spend south of the line. It’s a “we can’t do busi- 
ness with you unless you do business with us” argument. If

f Canada‘s Sugar Bowl 


(From the Christian Science Monitor) 


Qnce, Alberta’s deep south was 
in serious danger of becoming a 
dust bowl. Today it is known as 
Canada’s “Sugar Bowl” with a 
$6,500,000 sugar beet industry. 

Dr. A. E. Palmer, Utah-born 
superintendent of the Dominion 


Experimental Farfm at  Leth- 
bridge, said, “It may be that 
other crops would be_ better 


suited to it,” then revealed. that 
beet sugar shipments out of the 
area jumped 26 per cent in 1947 
over the previous year, with the 
three prairie provinces — Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, and Manitoba — 
taking 97 per cent, the rest going 
to Ontario. 

Processing is done in two fac- 
tories, one at Raymond, the other 
at Picture Butte. A third, at 
Taber, is scheduled to start pro- 
cessing in the fall of 1950. Annual

production at present approaches 
130,000,000 pounds, grown~ on 
more than 30,000 acres of irri- 
gtaed land, filling 10 per cent of 
Canada’s requirements. 

The story of the sugar beet in 
Alberta parallels the story of 
irrigation, for controlling water 
supply is one of the major fac- 
tors in successful sugar beet pro- 
duction there. The others are 
deep, rich soil, plenty of sun- 
shine; adequate frost-free periods 

experienced beet growers. 
Southern Alberta has all these, 
with the result that, besides the 
130,000,000 pounds of sugar, it 
produces annually some _ 60,000 
lambs and 20,000 cattle fattened 
on beet pulp and betalasses, by- 
products of the industry. 


Growers are making insistent 
demands for more irrigation. 
The greatest possibility for the 
future lies in the $20,000,000 St. 
Mary-Milk River development 
currently undertaken by the pro- 
vnecial and federal governments. 
Labor, too, is vital, since a great 
deal of hand labor is still re- 
quired in the harvest in spite of 
the advance of mechanical aids. 
Southern Alberta has a satisfac- 
tory supply of workers. 

Alberta’s sugar beet industry 
dates back to the turn of the 
century. New settlers came in 
under: a colonization program. 
Jesse Knight, a Utah Mormon 
millionaire, with his two sons, 
erected the first factory. It failed 
a few years later. Not until 1925 
did interest grow again. A 
United States firm built a factory 
at Raymond. A success, this ven- 
ture eventually became _ the 
property of a Canadian company. 
The second plant went up at Pic- 
ture Butte in 1936 and the third 
one, to open next year, will be 
the last word in sugar beet pro- 
cessing design with a slicing ca- 
pacity of 1,700 tons a day. 

The new plant, with the resul- 
tant increase in sugar produc- 
tion, will look for its markets to 
a probable increase in Canadian 
sugar consumption, and a pos- 
ae influx of immigrants to the 
west.
